Mr. Cook, of Bunillville, called from tho 


judiciary committeo tho report of llio com- 
missioners to inspect 
mill dams. The re- 


port was read and tho accompanying bill, en- 
titled, "an act relative, to the inspection of 
mill dams," was- read, ordered printed, and 
recommitted to the commitleo on tho ju- 
diciary. The act provides for tho appoint- 
ment by tho governor of n commission, lo 
tnako a general inspection of the dams 
within tbo stale twico in every year (in 
early Spring and Fall) so as lo keep fully in- 
formed as to the condition of any particular 
stnrclnrc; Ihey shall inspect and approve tho 
plans of all new darns erected in tho stats 
before* such dams shall bo built. 
Upon re- 


ceipt of any information from any responsi- 
ble person, to the effect that any dam, 
hulk-head, or anythingconnected therewith, 
or its surroundings are insecure, said com- 
missioners shall"visit forthwith mch struct- 
ure, and suggest and recommend 
to the 


owner or person maintaining such structure, 
snch alterations or improvements as Ihey 
may d«m necessary to thoroughly protect 
the public against disaster, and the commis- 
sioners shall also hare power io extreme 
cases to control the height of water in iroch 
pond or reservoir, so far as possible, until 
cause for alarm is rornOYerl. 


The act denning properly exempt from 


taxation (from the house iriih amendments) 
was- taken up, and after somo discnssion wia 
referred lo the committee on tho judiciary, 
to give the llhode Island Society for the En- 
couragement of Pornc=stic Imluslry an op- 
portunity to be heard. 


Mr. Verry, from the committee on finance, 


reported favorably house amendment to 
senate resolution, making an appropriation 
for th« stale prison commissioners, (thing 
thosnmat .*IO,Oftfl instead of §]CO,000) 
recommending concurrence with Ihe house. 


After some discussion Ihe- hous« amend- 


ment w«.i adopted, aod the resolution M 
amended WM passed in concurrence, and 
coramunicaled lo £he house under a suspen- 
sion of tho rules.

THE COST OF LIVING. 


Somo weeks ago we published a carefully 


irepared statement of tho'condition ol 
.rado anil of Iho labor markot in this city. 
Today we present a supplementary state 
irjent of tho cost of living, as compared with 
ha prices ruling three years ago. 
The facts 


layo be en care fully collected, and an on 
den-vorhas been made to present them with 
entire accuracy. 
Tho conclusions drawn 


from them may bo depended on as being as 
nearly correct as tho complex natnre 'of tbe 
subject will permit. 
It is obviously not nn 


easy thing to correctly estimate the arerag, 
reduction in tho cost of living for a wholi 
city. To do this requires for a basis o 
calculation a complete exhibit of the com- 
laralivc cost of all tho articles comprised 
under tho three principal heads of food 
-lothing, and shelter, and when the reduc 
ion in tho cost of these has been averaged 
he average portion which each of tho threi 
terns takes from an income must ba esti- 
mated, and a balance struck, after allowing 
or contingencies, for tho whole.' This 
method has been followed in the preparation 
of the article, to which we refer ; and it i 
lie only one by which even npproiimal 
accuracy can bo reached. 


Remembering how heavy has b*en the 


reduction in tho wages of mostciasses'ol 
irtisans and laborers, averaging for all aboul 
wentyto twenty fire pu cent., it will be 
een that tho rost of living is far from keep 
ng pace with the reduced capacity for cum. 
ng. Tho average reduction of price in tho 
variona articles of food which find tb«ir way 
o the tables of the working man hag been 
about five per cent, and as the estimate 
or the rost of food is about half the total 
upendilure of the head of the' family, it 
ollows that tho caving on this item is two 
inda half per cent.
